AVG Ace Killed 
In Raid; 40 Jap 
Planes Wrecked 


Lieut. Newkirk, 
Once Called ‘Sissy, . 
Dies a Hero. 


KUNMING, China, March 25 
(AP). — The official notation 
“killed in action” written beside 
the name of Squadron Leader 
John (Scarsdale Jack) Newkirk, 


of the American Volunteer Group, 


today dampened the elation of 
“Flying Tiger” pilots over a devas- 
tating blow to 40 grounded Jap- 
anese planes in a surprise raid 


yesterday. 

Lieut. Newkirk, credited with 
shooting down more than 20 Jap- 
anese planes, crashed near the 
Japanese-occupied Thailand air- 
port of Chiengmai at the end of a 
low dive during the raid. 

His companions said they be- 
lieved a Japanese gun mounted on 
a truck parked near the airfield 
got his plane with a burst of fire. 

The “Flying Tigers” swooped on 
the Japanese at 7 a. m., catching 
pilots as they were running to 
their planes. The Americans 
pumped 3500 rounds of ammuni- 
tion into grounded craft and per- 
sonnel. 

Japanese Pilots Killed. 


Dispatches said seven Japanese 
planes burst into flames, the rest 
of the 40 were riddled with ma- 
chine-gun bullets and most of the 
Japanese pilots were killed. 

Lieut. Newkirk, one of ‘the most 
daring A. V. G. pilots, was award- 
ed the Distinguished Service Or- 
der earlier this month by the Brit- 
ish for his work in Burma. His 
commander, Brig. Gen. Claire L. 
Chennault, said “It won’t be easy 
to find his equal.” 

A close friend related that when 
Newkirk left the United States, he 
told his bride of a few days that 
“this is not exactly like a vaca- 
tion.”

WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
—The Navy, in a communique last 
night, told of additional American 
losses in the Southwest Pacific. 
The United States destroyers Pills- 
bury and Edsall, each with pos- 
sibly ,145 men aboard, have been 


missing since early March and 
are considered to be lost. The Pills- 
bury was believed to have been 
sunk near Bali Strait. The last 
report from the Edsall placed it 
in waters south of Java. No sur- 
vivors were reported. 

These destroyers were units of 
the original American Asiatic fleet, 
which has been in action since the 
beginning of the war. Their loss

Probably Trapped. 

The Navy said the last report 
from the Pillsbury in the vicinity 
of Bali Strait came after the great 
Java sea battle of Feb. 27-28, dur- 
ing which the Allies lost 13 ships, 
including the United States cruiser 
Houston and the destroyer Pope. 
The Japanese, with numerically su- 
perior forces, suffered known ship 
casualties of only seven vessels 
sunk or damaged in the battle. 

Whether the Pillsbury and the 
Edsall actually had participated in 
the engagement was not made 
known. Possibly they were on 
other duty at that time but were 
trapped when the Japanese, 
through that battle, won naval su- 
premacy in the waters around 
Java. Both the Houston and Pope 
and several other Allied ships were 
lost in that way, having encoun- 
tered Japanese forces when they 
were trying to escape to Australia.

ITALIAN WARSHIPS 


Outgunned Squadron

ALEXANDER, March 25 (AP).— 
With valor matched not even 
in fiction, a light squadron 
of British cruisers and de- 
stroyers sailed head-on into an 
overwhelmingly powerful Italian 
fleet in the Central Mediterranean, 
three times drove it away from a 
British convoy and ultimately de- 
livered the supplies to the be- 
leaguered little island of Malta.

WITH THE UNITED STATES

Japs Fortifying Wake. 

The report on the Wake Island 
raid was the first official dis- 
closure that the Japanese were 
attempting to fortify that Central 
Pacific island which they captured 
from United States Marines Dec, 
23 at a heavy cost in men and 
ships. 

At Wake, a Navy communique 
said, 219 bombs from aircraft and 
many shells from cfuisers and 
destroyers were rained on shore 
installations and a landing field.

Western Pacific. 

Naval authorities pointed out 
that the great value of Wake and 
Marcus Islands to the Japanese 
has been in extending the effective 
patrol range of their aircraft, par- 
ticularly, far in front of their most 
strongly defended area. Planes op- 
erating from Wake, for instance, 
might be relied on to detect any 
westward fleet movement from 
Hawaii and planes operating fro~ 
Marcus similarly could patrol a 
vast area of ocean lying south an° 
east of the Japanese mainland. 

“Little Opposition.” 

The Navy communique indicated 
that the task force leaders had 
been somewhat disappointed in 
meeting so little opposition and 
having so little opportunity to 
wreak important destruction upon 
the enemy. 

“Although the islands had been 
the scene of much recent enemy 
activity,” the Navy said, “these 
surprise attacks were met with 
little opposition and the attacking 
forces found few enemy planes and 
ships in the areas. | 

“Considerable damage was done 
to shore installations, defense po- 
sitions, aircraft runways and water 
tanks by combined bombardment 
from aircraft and surface vessels 
following the pattern so effectively 
used by Admiral Halsey in his raid 
on the Marshall Islands.” 

The Navy made no reference in 
today’s report to the aerial action 
reported March 3 in which a task 
force, otherwise unidentified, en- 
countered 18 heavy enemy bomb- 
ers west of the Gilbirt Islands 
and shot down 16 of them. In 
that action Lieut. Edward H.- 
O’Hare, fighter pilot of St. Louis, 
became the Navy’s first ace of the 
war, being personally credited with 
the destruction of six enemy bomb- 
ers. O’Hare was one of the flyers 
operating from an aircraft carrier 
in the task force. 

Reports of the damage inflicted 
on Wake Island suggested to naval 
experts here it was so effective as 
possibly to have wrecked virtually 
all the installations of importance 
which the Japanese had succeeded 
in placing there. 

The Marines who defended Wake 
established one of the most heroic 
records of action ever recorded in 
the defense of an American posi- 
tion. 

The garrison there consisted of 
13 officers, 365 Marines, one naval 
medical officer and six naval med- 
ical ratings. Maj. James P. S. 
Devereux of Washington was gar- 
rison commander. 

In the 14 days which the garri- 
son held out it lost heavily in its 
original equipment which consist- 
ed of 12 fighter planes, six five- 
inch guns, 12 three-inch anti-air- 
craft guns, 18 50-caliber anti-air- 
craft guns and 30 30-caliber anti- 
aircraft guns, plus the usual small- 
er arms and six searchlights. 

Yet with their planes and guns, 
the Marines were able to destroy 
seven Japanese warships, including 
a cruiser and three destroyers. |

PRISONERS TAKEN 
IN RAID ON WAKE

PEARL HARBOR, March (de- 
layed) (AP). — Several Japanese 
were taken prisoner in the raid 
on Wake Island and coastal’ and 
shore installations at both Wake 
and Marcus were battered for 
hours from the sea and air, accord- 
ing to first-hand accounts by Navy 
spokesmen here today. 

The prisoners were picked up in 
debris-laden waters after two Jap- 
anese patrol boats were bombed, 
shelled and sunk.

$35,000 For Mrs. Char- 
lotte Cross Just, $5000 
For Mrs. David M. Wil- 
son—Hurt by Gas. 


A judgment of $35,000 for Mrs. 
Charlotte Cross Just of Ladue and 
$5000 for Mrs. David M. Wilson of 
Chicago, the former Miss Ann Gru- 
ner of St. Louis, as damages for 
injuries suffered in 1936 when they 
were overcome by carbon monoxide 
on a yacht in Florida waters, was 
given today in United States Dis- 
trict Court at Miami. 


The judgment is against the es-

The Justice of the Peace acted 
on a motion by Miller’s attorney, 
G. Edmond Cook, in which Cook 
was supported by State’s Attorney 
C. W. Burton. — . 

Burton said the warrant was 
improper because the complaint— 
involving the death three years 
ago of a steelworker killed. by an 
automobile which did not’ stop— 
did not justify a charge of murder. 
He said he would make his own 
investigation, as the prosecuting 
officer of the county, and seek an 
indictment if the facts warranted, 

The murder charge came shortly 
before the polls closed in a hotly 
contested election at which Mad-

Robert Dron, president of the 
village board of ‘trustees, and an 
advocate of continuing the village 
form of government, resigned after 
the election results had gone 
against him.

His statement ‘was that Deputy 
Sheriff Abe Shannon, and High- 
way Patrolman Hamilton were 
ready to arrest Miller two weeks 
ago, but delayed the arrest be- 
cause Miller was in favor of the 
city form of government, and the 
arrest of a leader of that faction 
might have adversely affected its 
acceptance by the voters. 

Dron’s opponents countered with 
the assertion that Miller had told 
him, immediately after the high- 
way accident, that “something had 
struck his automobile,” and that 
Dron had then advised Miller to 
say nothing to police about the 
matter. 

Although Miller was associated 
with the group which wanted the 
city form of government, Miller 
told the State Highway Patrol that 
two weeks ago Dron called him in 
and induced him to work for per- 
petuating the village form. 

The man killed in. the automo- 
bile accident was Adolph Jackson, 
who died in a Granite City hos- 
pital May 6, 1939, a few hours aft- 
er he had been found unconscious 
beside Highway 67 between Madi- 
son and East St. Louis. 

Miller’s Statement. 

Miller, in his statement to Ham- 
ilton, said the impact broke the 
windshield of his automobile and 
damaged a headlight. He said he 
obtained a new windshield and 
headlight lens in St. Louis and in- 
stalled them himself the next day. 

Dron, resigning as president of 
the Madison trustees, a job which 
paid $1200 a year, resigned also 
from. the more lucrative position of 
manager of the Chain of Rocks 
Bridge, which pays $6600 a year. 
Village employes who submitted 
their resignations with Dron were 
Miss Genevieve McDonald, city 
clerk; Frank Holscher, a trustee; 
Patrolman Le Rollins, and John 
Humphreys, director of publicity 
for the bridge, which is owned by 
Madison.

For us, as for other ships in the 
force, the blasting of Marcus was 
strictly an aerial action.

That then is our story of Mar- 
cus. We slipped past mobilizations 
of land planes that the Japs sent 
out to strafe us; we avoided traps 
that probably were numerous right 
about ‘that spot; and, we got on 
with our interesting work.

PETERSBURI, Fia., March 25.—Sam Breadon, after seeing his 
Cardinals in most of their spring¢@raining, is on his way home, optim- 
istic about their pennant chances but admitting that it may be a hard 


struggle. 


“Yes, I think they'll win,” said 
the Redbird president, after a 
shower and a rubdown, following 
his first personal workout of the 
spring. “We may not have the 
power we displayed in other years, 
and to win the pennant we'll have 
to have a good defense and pitch- 
ing. Of course, there is a possibili- 
ty. that the power will be there. 
Men like Slaughter, Musial and 
Sanders have the potential power. 
And there are others on the team 
with a good punch. But I think 
we have the defense and the pitch- 
ing to offset any drop in the power 
over the other years, when we had 
mere sluggers.” 

Breadon figures it will be a 
three-club race, with the Reds and 
Dodgers furnishing the opposition.

Cason Called to Office. 

R. H. Metcalfe of Kansas City,

Slanker was asked to estimate 
the cost, when the transaction 
was under investigation.

issue a nation-wide order cutting motor car speeds to 40 miles an hour 


or less. 

In the meantime, war procure- 
ment agencies are turning hungry 
eyes on 500,000 tons of compara- 
tively new tires now on passenger 
motor cars and privately-owned 
trucks. During the first 11 months 
of 1941 the tire industry reached a 
record high, with the manufacture 
of 58,600,000 casings, of which some 
60,000,000 were sold to the public. 

bSooner or later, it is expected,

military and essential civilian use. 


Increasing Demand. 

Rubber has thus assumed _ the 
role of heavy villain in the drama 
of winning the war. Herewith is 
presented a factual account of the 
pros and cons of the _ situation, 
based on data obtained from the 
War Production Board, the De- 

ents of War, Commerce and 
Agriculture and the Rubber Re- 
serve Co., a defense subsidiary of 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration. The principal liabilities 
are recorded as follows: 

Military need for rubber con- 
tinues to skyrocket because of the 
expansion of armed forces in the 
United States and because it 
must supply requirements for the 
United Nations, including Britain 
and Russia. No country in the 
world except Germany was far- 
sighted enough to accumulate stock 
piles or develop synthetic rubber 
manufactures. 

War devours rubber at an in- 
gatiable rate, through wear and 
tear, losses in battle and exor- 
bitant requirements. One battle- 
ship consumes the equivalent of 
Other fig- 
ures are these: Raincoats for four 
million soldiers, 400,000 tires; a 10- 
ton pontoon bridge, 260 tires; a 
%ton tank, 124 tires; one Flying 
Fortress, 15 tires, and the carriage 
for a 75-mm. gun, nine tires.

As against military requirements 
of 500,000 tons, the United States 
during 1942 is likely to obtain only 
34,000 tons of fresh natural rubber. 
It can count on 8000 tons of hevea 
rubber from Liberia and 20,000 
tons from the wild trees of Brazil, 
to which may be added perhaps 
6000 tons of guayule rubber from 
Mexico and the Southwest. 

Despite the promise of Federal 
Loan Administrator Jesse H. Jones 
that this country will produce 
90,000 ‘tons of synthetic rubber in 
1942, the output will probably be 
no more than 40,000 tons, and 
possibly none at all. 

Except for one token plant or 
so, the United States is producing 
as yet no buna rubber at all. The 
program faces two of the most 
strangling bottlenecks of the whole 
war effort—those of stainless steel 
and butadiene, a hydrocarbon gas 
which is the basic chemical ingre- 
dient of buna rubber. Wholesale 
production of butadiene is still in 
the laboratory stage. 


Early Production Doubtful. 


Since it has been ordered that 
the capacity of 10,000-ton buna 
rubber plants must be trebled, it 
is doubtful whether they will enter 
production this summer, as prom- 
ised by Administrator Jones. In 
that case the country will manu- 
facture no usable synthetic rubber 
until the beginning of 1943. 

Neoprene rubber, made from 
coal, should be excluded from syn- 
thetic calculations, since it is 
worthless for tire purposes, It is 
being produced at a rate of 27,000 
tons a year. 


Reclaimed rubber this year will 
amount to about 270,000 tons, The 
catch here is that rubber loses a 
proportion of its “bounce” with 
each reprocessing, so that reclama- 
tion cannot be carried on indefi- 
nitely. Available also for defense 
purposes are about 75,000 tons of 
new tires which have been frozen 
by the Office of Price Administra- 
tion. 


To sum up, the United States can 
be sure this year of a maximum of 
419,000 tons of fresh rubber, nat- 
ural,, synthetic, reclaimed and new- 
ly manufactured. To meet military 
requirements alone it will therefore 
be compelled to dip into nearly 
100,000 tons of its reserve stocks.

| CHAPTER XX—SECRET PLANS FOR ATTACK | 


HE duration and causes of war 

are never constant, although 

the factors that determine the 
length or brevity of wars are in⸗ 
variable in their application. These 
determinate conditions may, in 
modern wars, be divided into three 
general principles: 

1, Whenever the state of mili- 
‘tary preparedness among nations — 
is proportionately developed and 
continues constant in peace, en- 
suing wars are medium in dura- 
tion and minimum in destruc- 
tion of life and property. 


2. Whenever the state of mili- 
tary unpreparedness among na- 
tions is proportionately the same 
in peace, ensuing wars are - 
longest in duration and maxi- 
mum in destruction of life and 
property. 

3. Whenever the state of mili- 
tary preparedness is highly de- 
veloped in one nation and lack- 
ing in another, ensuing wars are 
short in duration and one-sided 
in destruction of life and prop- 
erty. 

As the art of war passes from 
the brutish valor of the individual 
to the calm, angerless domain of 
science, the more absolute becomes 
the application of these principles 
in the consummation of modern 
conflicts. 


Need of Preparedness. 


The relative state of prepared- 
ness for war in Japan and the 
United States (in 1909) is such 
that, unless there is an immediate 
military renascence in this repub- 


lic, the approaching struggle will) 


be relegated to that class of con- 
flicts exemplified in the Chinese- 
Japanese War of 1894, the Franco- 
Russian War of 1870, the German-~ 
Austrian War of 1866, and the 
Japanese-Russian War of 1904, the 
determinate conditions of which 
are the inherent factors of the 
third principle.

Replying to a question of the National Federation 
of Business and Professional Women’s Clubs, Wendell 
Willkie puts himself on record in opposition to the 
joint return of husbands and wives in reporting 
income for Federal taxation. He says that the joint 
return is an “anachronism,” which would conflict 
with the freedom to vote, work and own property 
which women have won by “centuries of struggle.” 
All right, if it is a violation of women’s rights to 
have wives file joint returns with their husbands, 
let husbands file joint returns with their wives. This 
alleged loss of the wife’s identity because she files 
an income tax return in partnership with her hus- 
band is fancied rather than real.

Service cars will roll on even after their present 
tires wear out, and the 25,000 passengers who depend 
upon them for daily transportation will not have to 
swell the crowds already thronging busses and street 
cars. Modifying a previous ban for public vehicles 
carrying less than 10 persons, the OPA has just 
given service cars permission to obtain retreaded or 
recapped tires.

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SECRECY AT A SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETING, 

There was a test vote yesterday in the Instruction 
Committee of the Board of Education, on this ques- 
tion: Shall the public be told about the affairs of its 
schools, or shall the committee meet behind closed 
doors? The public lost. A secret meeting was held 
last night for the first time in more than two years. 

The subject of discussion was, to be sure, a delicate 
one: the charge by a board member that 40 teachers 
are incompetent and 15 are deadbeats. The press, 
which represents the public, recognized the situation, 
and agreed to publish no names of persons and no 
clews to their identity, while reporting the discus- 
sions of policy. But the committee voted to forbid 
even this. Instead, the press got what amounted to a 
“canned” news release on the session after it ended. 
After the shocking object lessons of 1940 in the 
evils that result from secrecy, it is dismaying to 
find board members voting for a return to this dis- 
credited policy. It is particularly strange to find Mrs. 
Irma H. Friede, only woman on the board, casting the 
deciding vote against the public, for Mrs. Friede is a 
former teacher, and teachers were the chief victims 
of the secret sessions when Gerlingism was in flower.

HOULD the buik of the 275 million 
S gallons of alcohol required this year for 
munitions and industrial and commercial 
purposes—triple normal demand—come out 
‘of the sugar bowl or out of the grain belt? 


long, nasty row involving the WPB (OPM) 
Chemical Section, the industrial alcohol 
industry, the whisky distillers, the De- 
partment of Agriculture, the OPA, the 
congressional farm bloc and sugar and 
alcohol-consuming industries whose sup- 
plies have been sharply curtailed. 

So broad are the ramifications of this 
industry vs. industry and Government vs. 
industry fight, in which the consumer is 
the goat, that Congress wants to know just 
what kind of shenanigans have been going 
on. If there is a full-dress investigation, as 
now seems likely, Congress will learn that: 


1. The OPM chemical section and the in- 
dustrial alcohol industry—which, according 
to their critics, include many of the same 
people—persisted in plans to get most of 
the war alcohol needed from sugar, the 
industry's normal raw material, until alco- 
hol needs soared beyond its plant capacity. 

2. The whisky industry, which has fa- 


grain as the industrial alcohol industry can 
produce from sugar, was called upon when 
it became obvious the industrial ‘alcohol 
industry could no longer supply all the 
alcohol needed. —_. 
3. Of the 275 million gallons of alcohol 
needed this year, 150 million gallons now 
are scheduled to come from sugar via the 
industrial alcohol industry, and only 65 
million from grain via the whisky dis- 
tillers. (The rest is to be synthesized from 
ethylene gas, by-product of petroleum 
cracking.) 
4. About 50 million of the 150 million 
gallons of alcohol from sugar is to be dis- 
tilled from blackstrap molasses, a _ by- 
product of sugar refining which doesn’t cut 
into the supply of edible sugar.

5. To produce the remaining 100 million 
gallons of alcohol from sugar, it will be 
necessary to take away from the household 
table and sugar-consuming industries (soft 
drinks, canned goods, candy, bakery prod- 
ucts and such) a total of 800,000 tons of 
sugar, which means a cut of 12 per cent 
in our total sugar consumption this year. 
This would go far to bridge the gap be- 
tween an adequate supply of sugar and an 
inadequate supply.

9. The 100 million gallons—unlike the 
65 million gallons, which is regular 190 
proof alcohol—would be low-proof alcohol, 
averaging about 140 proof. (This 140 proof 
is just plain raw whisky.) 

10. This low-proof alcohol from the 
whisky distillers would have to be run 
up to 190 proof, the standard required for 
all industrial and war purposes. 

11. This 140-proof alcohol, which the 
whisky industry itself doesn’t have the 
facilities for running up to 190 proof, could 
be run up by utilizing the capacity of the 
industrial alcohol industry, which is now 
working On sugar. 

The WPB chemical section made no move 
to consider the whisky-alcohol program 
until Congress began talking about an 
investigation. Then it began exploratory 
surveys to utilize the distillers’ capacity 
for producing low-proof alcohol.. The pre- 
liminary work now is under way and neces- 
sary amendment of the internal revenue 
law is being considered by Congress.

12. Unless Congress or the WPB moves 
fast, however, neither can do anything 
about getting all the alcohol needed and 
all the sugar that we'd like, too, because 
the 800,000 tons of sugar already allocated 
to alcohol production now are being rapidly 
converted to high-test molasses, which can 
be used only for making alcohol and only 
in the industrial alcohol industry. 

13. Apparently neither the Department of 
Agriculture nor the Office of Price Admin- 
istration, which should be defending the 
consumer's sugar bowl, is anxious’ to see 
grain substituted for sugar to make the 
alcohol, thus releasing sugar for consump- 
tion. The Department of Agriculture pre- 
fers to let it stand that the tight sugar 
situation is due wholly to the need of 
alcohol for smokeless powder rather than 
to admit tardiness in lifting restrictions on 
domestic beet and cane sugar acreage. 

With plenty of sugar, the bottom would 
drop out of OPA’s ambitious sugar-ration- 
ing plans. These have gone so far that if 
the necessity were no longer present in 
sugar, the whole idea of rationing would 
be discredited by the public. Leon Hender- 
son can’t afford to let himself be put on 
the spot that Harold Ickes was on with 
gasoline last summer. 

14. The only groups fighting to release 
the sugar earmarked for alcohol are those 
which would benefit directly in getting alco- 
hol from grain instead—not to mention the 
consumer, who is taking it on the chin but 
doesn’t know what it’s all about.

HEN Nurse Kate Austen first left her- 

Australian home in search of adven- 
ture and excitement, she went to Paris, but 
she soon tired of treating alcoholics and 
rich neurotic women. So she applied fors 
job at the fishermen’s mission in Labrador, 
where she felt her training would fill a 
greater human need and her surroundings 
would be more real. 

She scarcely anticipated the degree of 
realism, for at the end of her first summer 
as helper nurse to the veteran Dr. Paddon, 
the doctor became ill and had to return 
to the States, and so, as Nurse Austen 
writes, she “suddenly became, at the begin- 
ning of the long isolated winter season, 
head of the station and the only medical 
authority on the eastern edge of the 
continent between Belle Isle Strait and 
the North Pole.” 


Her experiences of that winter, recounted 
by her husband, Elliott Merrick, are far 
more exciting than any fiction. Yet they 
are lightly told, minimizing the heroic life 
saving she performed as combination phy- 
sician, surgeon, anesthetist, dietitian, den- 
tist and nurse. Among her duties was what 
she calls “dogteam midwifery,” for while 
some patients came to the mission hospital, 
many of the families of fur trappers and 
fishermen were so scattered that she trav- 
eled to them by dog sled. 

Nurse Austen treated everything: tuber- 
culosis, appendicitis, an epidemic of dysen- 
tery among the children of one settlement, 
snow blindness, severe burnings. Some of 
her patients were Eskimos, some Indians, 
who never came to the hospital alone, but 
“invariably needed the moral support of 
the entire family.”

SMALL WAR PLANTS 
AGENCY APPROVED 


Senate Committee Backs 100- 
Million-Dollar © Bill ~ for 
_ Distributing Contracts. 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
—A bill setting up a Smaller War 
Plants Corporation with $100,000,- 
000 authorized funds was approved 
by the Senate Banking Committee 
today. 

Chairman Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, of the special Senate commit- 
tee on small business, said the 
legislation should enable thousands 
of small plants to take part in the 
war production effort. 

“The approved measure includes 
most of the recommendations by 
Chairman Donald M. Nelson of the 
War Production Board,” Senator 
Murray said. “The committee re- 
jected the requests of Secretary of 
Commerce Jones.” 

The bill would establish the 
Smaller War Plants Corporation 
under the War Production Board 
and its five directors would be 
named by the WPB chairman. 

The new agency then could serve 
as primary contractor on any war 
supplies, dividing these contracts 


among small plants and factories. 
Although defeating requests by 
Jones for control of the new agen- 
cy, the Banking Committee amend- 
ed the legislation so that all loans 
would be serviced and collected by 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration, which is under Jones. 


MUNITIONS PLANT 
PROFITS TO GO TO 
ARMY RELIEF FUND 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J. 
March 25 (AP).—All profits from 


operation of a new large muni- 
tions plant under construction in 
the Midwest will go to the Army 
Emergency Relief Fund, Robert 
W. Johnson, chairman of the board 
of directors of Johnson & Johnson, 
surgical supply manufacturers, 
said today. } 

Johnson said the plant will be 
operated by the Midland Ordnance 
Foundation, Inc., a subsidiary of 
Johnson & Johnson. He said his 
firm would conduct the entire op- 
erations of the plant, furnishing 
“consultant service, equipment pro- 
curement, installation, inspection, 
training of personnel and actual 
operation.” 

He termed the plant “in fact, a 
Government arsenal built by Gov- 
ernment funds, planned by Gov- 
ernment engineers and operated 
by us. Johnson & Johnson wants 
to build this new war plant in the 
minimum of time. We want to do

WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
—Three members. of a five-man 


War Labor Board deny a union 
shop to 25,000 employes of the In- 
ternational Harvester Co., but that 
it grant wage increases of 4% cents 
an hour retroactive to Jan. 15. 

Two labor members of the panel 
—John Brophy of the CIO, and 
Richard Gray of the AFi-—dis- 
sented, asserting that nothing short 
of a full union shop would satisfy 
the workers and contending that 
the. wage ‘increase’ were inade- 
quate, 

The panel recommendations were 
made the basis of an open hearing 
before the full board today and 
drew criticism from representa- 
tives of both nranagement and the 
unions, 

Negotiations were begun in Au- 
gust, 1941, after the CIO had won 
elections in six harvester company 
plants.and the AFL in two. The 
rival unions joined in presenting 
identical demands. 

The plants are located at Chi- 
cago, Rock Island, Ill.; Rock Falls, 
Ill.; Milwaukee, Wis., ‘and Spring- 
field, 0. 2 

The principal issues before the 
board were narrowed to the ques- 
tions of wage increases and union 
security after the unions had 
agreed to waive earlier demands 
for overtime pay for Saturday, 
Sunday and holiday work. 

Majority Argument. 

The majority of the panel — 
Chairman I. L. Sharfman,- repre- 
senting the ‘public, and Dale 
Purves and John F. Cuneo, repre- 
senting employers, argued in rec- 
ommending denial of the union 
shop that, while the company had 
been slow to accept its full collec- 
tive bargaining responsibility, 
there was ample evidence that the 
company had been “progressing to 
ar understanding of the problem, 
and to the acceptance of required 
responsibility.” 

Noting that the contract nego- 
tiations were the first between the 
company and the unions, with the 
exception of one plant, the major- 
ity said that further progress 
toward ‘less strained union-com- 
pany relationship “should continue 
through an educational process and 
not through imposition of a sub-| a 
stitute from the outside, that is, it 
should be the result of agreement 
between the parties and not the re- 
sult of Government compulsion.” 

Minority’s Position. 

The minority argued that union 
shop provisions were essential “in 
the light of history of the com- 
pany’s attitude” toward unions, 
which attitude they said was of 
“unfair labor practices and com- 
plaint cases before the National 
Labor Relations Board.” 

In support of their argument for 
union security, union representa- 
tives contended at today’s hearings 
that the company had a long “anti- 
union” record and for years had 
attempted to thwart organization 
by outside groups. They contend- 
ed that by making membership in 
unions a condition of employment, | 
the company would improve the) 
morale of its workers, and thus 
- from them greater produc- 

on. 

Fowler McCormick, company 
president, contended that imposi- 
tion of a closed or union shop, or 
any modification of either, would 
tend to disturb relations between 
the company and its employes, and 
therefore would hamper war pro- 
duction. He argued that improved 
leadership among the unions would 
do more toward obtaining union 
security than xe ea workers 
to join.

The place is so congested that it is dan- 
gerous to wave your hand to a friend because there's always

AFTER THAT THE problem be- 
gins to be more complex.

It is an ability that must be cul- 
tivated day by day, term after 
term, the depth and breadth of 
the work increasing with the men- 
tal growth of the pupil. 

If that growth is checked either 
through neglect, or—what is often- 
er the case—by the limitation of 
mental growth, in the pupil, the 
reading ability stops at the level 
on which the check occurred, No- 
body is to blame for this as a gen- 
eral thing except the school au- 
thorities who have not suited the 
courses of study to the require- 
ments of the pupils that are now 
in the high schools, 

There are indications here and 
there throughout the country that 
such adjustments are going to be 
made, When that is so, when the 
course meets the ability of the pu- 
pil, this problem will be greatly 
lessened.

WITH ALL rien possibilities 
it can be seen that the treatment 
of backache is not a simple matter.

experience in this line. He will 
take a careful history, make a 
physical examination, have an X- 
ray of the spine and be able to 
prescribe intelligent treatment on 
the basis of these facts. 

Treatment of disease of the 
backbone may require in some 
cases rest, even to the extent of 
wearing a cast, and in other cases 
manipulation and massage and 
exercise. Heat, diathermy, climate, 
vaccinations and many other forms 
of treatment are at the modern 
surgeon’s command, with which he 
is able to relieve most cases of 
these troubles. 

The sufferer from backache, or 
backbone injury or disease today 
is in a much more favorable con- 
dition to be relieved than his fel- 
low sufferer of a generation ago 
when nearly everything was as- 
cribed to “railroad spine.”

THE TEDDY BEAR. 


OES the name of this toy de- 
rive from one Theodore Bear, 
recently deceased Chicago toy 
manufacturer, who in 1905, is said 
to have introduced it? 

Was it invented by one Mar- 
garet Steiff, crippled German

tion. Lee decided to stand by his 
own State, his own people. He 
was born to make the decision he 
did. When he had made it, he 
assumed immediately the direction 
of the military and naval defense 
of Virginia. 

From the date, April 23, 1861, 
until the first major battle, July 
21, the inflexible counsel of Lee 
to Virginia could be put in a sin- 
gle sentence: Press the prepara- 
tions for war to the absolute limit 
of the people’s capacity and re- 
sources, as long as practicable, 
even though this requires a strict 
defensive. That policy was en- 
joined on all the outpost command- 
ers. 

Lee, moreover, “warned those 
around him,” a contemporary of 
1861 has written, “that they were 
just on the threshold of a long 
and bloody war, and he advised 
them if they had any idea that the 
contest in which they were about 
to engage was to be a slight one, 
to dismiss all such thoughts from 
their minds, saying that he knew 
the Northern people well, and knew 
they would never yield in that con- 
test except at the conclusion of a 
long and desperate’ struggle.” 
Change “Northern” to “German,” 
and this remark is as sound and 
monitory now as in the spring of 
1861. | 

General Lee never thought the 
defensive was the road to vic- 
tory. The offensive and that alone 
would purchase freedom. He be- 
lieved that the offensive should 
not be undertaken till the means 
of sustaining it were at hand; but 
once an army was ready to strike, 
it must strike with all it had. 
Tilusion must not be cherished... 
Nothing was certain in war but 
uncertainty. An adversary always 
must_be expected to do what stra- 
tegieally he ought to do. In effort, 

“in the matching of wits, he 
sant be outdone. 

Early in the war, Lee protested 


* 
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against the unwillingness of the 
Southern soldier to do military 
labor, Said Lee: “Why should we 
leave to (the enemy) the whole 
advantage of labor? Combined with 
valor, fortitude and boldness, of 
which we have our fair propor- 
tion, it should lead us to success. 
What carried the Roman soldiers 
into all countries, but this happy 
combination? The evidences of 
their labor last to this day. There 
is nothing so military as labor, 
and nothing so important to an 
army as to save the lives of its 
soldiers.” 


Toward the end of the war, Lee 
perceived that the outcome de- 
pended not on what his valiant 
army was to do, but on what the 
people were willing to do to sup- 
port the men in the filed. He 
wrote: “Everything, in my opinion, 
has depended and still depends up- 
on the disposition and feelings of 
the people. Their representatives 
can best decide how they will bear 
the difficulties and sufferings of 
their condition and how they will 
respond to the demands which the 
public safety requires.” 


If those two quoted sentences 
were in type on the “stone” of 
a newspaper composing room, any 
man, who picked up the lines 
would think they had been dropped 
from a current presidential mes- 
sage. Now as surely as in the 
days of Gen. Lee, the outcome of 
the war will be decided less by 
the valor of the Army or the wis- 
dom of the administration than by 
the exertion of the whole nation. 
That 
cannot be above the sum of indi- 
vidual contributions, which will

or low.

er that performance was routine or 
original. For that reason, among 
a score, Lee always respected per- 
sonality and usually got for the 
public service the best that every 
man had to offer. Consistently, 
Lee’s appeal was to character. 


American armies traditionally 
are riddled with jealousies and 
sometimes are beset with cabals, 
but the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia under Lee was never ham- 
pered by faction or. by rivalry. This 
was not because of unique devo- 
tion on the part of its corps of 
officers. It was due almost en- 
tirely to the patience of Lee, to 
his skill in adjustment and to his 
fairness alike to mediocre and to 
capable, to those not of his mind 
as surely as to those who saw eye 
to eye with him. Much of his mili- 
tary correspondence could be put 
into any textbook on the manage- 
ment of men-—an art imperative 
now.

OR years before 1861, Lee 
F tives close to George Washing- 

ton’s home and in the presence 
of Washington’s relics. Lee’s fath- 
_er-in-law was the adopted grand- 
son of the first President. From 
Washington, the Confederate chief- 
tain learned the power of example. 
Lee could have said with “Stone- 
wall” Jackson, “I have tried to 
set the troops a good example.” 
An example, it was, also, in sa- 
gacious leadership and in the sol- 
dierly mean of boldness between 
the extreme of overcaution and of 
rashness—precisely the mean that 
America today must find in the 
Western Pacific. 

Lee set, likewise, an animating 
example of the “antique virtue” of 
equanimity, That quality is high- 
er- than its noblest component, 
which is courage. Equanimity is 
distinguishable, also from mere 
determination, which may be un- 
thinking, and from patience, which

Equanimity is essentially 
individual, rather than national, 
because it postulates the superior 
rather than the average character. 
It is the state of mind that sub- 
mits itself willingly to the judg- 
ment of time in the consciousness 
of righteous ‘effort and in the 
humble admission that the finite 
mind cannot be infallible. 

This means, in terms less ab- 
stract, that Lee believed in the in- 
vincibility of character, believed 
that the man who had done the 
best of which he had knowledge 
could leave the rest to God. Ameri- 
cans safely may do this today if, 
but only if, all the while, from 
mine to watchtower, from subma- 
rine to pulpit, they do their ‘best in 
labor and in fortitude—and no less 
than’ their best, National effort 
unequal to national danger never 
can produce the “equal mind.” 

Equanimity such as Lee’s has 
no place for despair. Its dynamic 
is hope. Paradoxical as seems 
that quality in the. exemplar of 
what men call a “lost cause,” hope 
fired Lee even in the hour of the 
destruction of the government for 
which he unsparingly had fought. 


After Gen. Lee’s death in Oc- 
tober, 1870, his heirs opened a mil- 
itary valise he had carried with 
him through his campaigns. It 
contained a few papers. only. 
Among them were several sheets, 
large and small, on. which were 
reflections in the autograph of the 
General. Some of these manifestly 
were quotations from books Lee 
had read in winter quarters; others 
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may have come from his pen in 
hours when he was alone in his 
tent and had wrestled triumphant- 
ly with his own spirit. The spirit 
of most of the papers was that 
of a favorite motto of his from 
Marcus Aurelius — “Misfortune 
nobly borne is good fortune.” 
* * * 


OST cherished of all the para- 

graphs written in the Gen- 

eral’s handwriting and found 
among the papers in his valise was 
one which Col. Charles Marshall 
quoted in the address at the laying 
of the cornerstone of the Lee mon- 
ument in Richmond, Oct. 27, 1887. 
Whether this was written by Lee 
or was copied by him from some 
book, investigation has not yet de- 
termined. Regardless of authorship, 
it is an epitome of the faith of 
Robert E. Lee and is, of all his re- 
flections, the one that most fully 
embraces his message to his na- 
tion today: 


“My experience of men has 
neither disposed me to thing worse 
of them, nor indisposed me to 
serve them; nor, in spite of failure, 
which I lament, of errors, which I 
now see and acknowledge, or, of 
the present aspect of affairs do I 
despair of the future. The truth 
is this: The march of Providence 
is so slow, and our desires so im- 
patient, the work of progress is so 
immense, and our means of aiding 
it so feeble, the life of humanity 
is so long, and that of the individ- 
ual so brief, that we often see only 
the ebb of the advancing wave, and 
are thus discouraged. It is history 
that teaches us to hope.”

The five diamond bid, in this 
case, is an example of pure pre- 
emptive bidding. North, with a 
broken diamond suit, extremely 
freakish distribution, and a vuk 
nerability condition that strongly 
favors shutout tactics, cannot log- 
ically think about landing at three 
no trump, hence would be foolish 
to equivocate with a three bid. His 
defense is slight against either 
major suit, therefore his objective 
should be to make it as difficult 
as possible for the opponents to 
“get together” in selecting the 
right trump suit. Obviously, an 
opening five bid has just that af- 
fect. East dare not enter the bid- 
ding at that level and, although 
West has the strength for a dou- 
ble, East still cannot be sure of 
picking the right suit and, since 
he is vulnerable, must exercise dis- 
cretion and play for penalties. 


The set against five diamonds 
is not severe. Even against a 
spade or heart led by Hast, North 
loses only one trick in every suit 
(he must use South’s only entry, 
the club ace, for a ‘diamond 
fimesse, hence cannot get back 
for a chub finesse). If the: op- 
ponents were permitted to ex- 
change information at a comfort- 
able level, they would, of course, 
select a spade game. 


The point is that, when a player 
has no great hope of playing at 
three no trump, he should not 
hesitate to skip that level and open 
with the highest pre-emptive con- 
sistent with his playing strength 
and lack of defense.
